Here’s a note about color tele- 
vision, The networks are now 
studying their programs carefully to 
decide which shows are going on in 
color when itt comes. They have to 
choose carefully, for color TV will 
be limited in the beginning. Only 
a few programs will use color and 
in communities with more than one 
TV station it’s probable that only 
one station will be set up for color. 

RCA-NBC Board Chairman de- 
clares that there is “no economic 
future in cashbox TV,” but he does 
predict that an electronic audience 
voting system is near at hand, 
which could be used for public opin- 
ion polls and perhaps even for elec- 
tions, with the TV set owner push- 
ing a button on his set to register 
“Ves” or “No.” 

But the proponents of ‘icashbox” 
TV, whereby you could get special 
programs, such as first run movies 
or sports events, only by paying a 
fee, feel they have a great future. 
Zenith’s Phone-vision system has al- 
ready been submitted to the FCC 
for approval, and another system, 
called Skiatron, will put in a bid 
for approval this fall, along with 
Subscriber-Vision and maybe a few 
others.
